DRAWING  BOXES  USING  DCF 


Document  Composition  Facility  has  a  command  which  makes  it  fairly  easy  to  draw 
boxes  for  forms  or  charts.  The  attached  CSD  organization  chart  was  done  using 
the  DCF  box  commands.  Only  the  solid  vertical  connecting  lines  were  done  by 
hand. 

The  basic  box  command  (.bx)  sets  the  columns  where  the  vertical  lines  are  to 
print.  Once  the  command  is  issued,  the  bo.x  continues  to  be  drawn  down  the  page 
until  another  box  command  is  issued  or  until  the  bo.K  is  finished. 

The  frame  around  the  organization  chart  was  drawn  with  the  box  command,  so  you 
can  see  that  it  is  possible  to  have  boxes  within  boxes.  It  is  also  possible  to 
have  interlocking  boxes.  This  is  accomplished  by  adding  the  "new"  operand  in 
the  box  command.

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NEW  SOFTWARE  RELEASES:   TPL  AND  SPSS 


TPL 


We  have  just  received  a  new  release  (5.0)  of  TPL  (Table  Producing  Language), 
which  will  be  installed  shortly.  We  will  put  out  a  TSO  broadcast  message  when 
the  new  release  becomes  operational.  For  those  who  are  interested  in  finding 
out  about  the  new  features  available,  please  contact  Lynda  Steele  at  449-3780. 

The  procedures  shipped  with  the  new  release  are  quite  a  bit  different  from  those 
currently  in  use  with  4.0.  However,  the  new  procs  will  be  modified  to  make  them 
as  similar  as  possible  to  the  old  ones. 

Including  the  new  release,  we  will  simultaneously  have  three  releases  of  TPL  in 
production  -  3.5,  4.0,  and  5.0.  We'd  like  to  eliminate  3.5  soon  after  5.0  is  in 
production,  and  eventually  get  rid  of  4.0.  Please  check  your  JCL  and  see  which 
version  you  are  executing.  Release  3.5  procs  all  begin  with  "TPL"  or  "PCL", 
while  4.0  procs  all  begin  with  "TP4"  or  "PC4".  When  they  become  available, 
release  5.0  procs  will  begin  with  either  "TP5"  or  "PC5".  If  you  discover  pro- 
duction jobs  that  for  some  reason  must  continue  to  run  on  a  back- level  release 
please  let  Buzzy  (Tech  Services,  2596)  know. 

Since  the  number  of  TPL  users  at  our  shop  is  quite  small,  it  might  be  a  good 
idea  to  give  you  a  quick  description  of  what  it  does:  TPL  is  a  software  product 
developed  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor. 
TPL's  primary  use  is  to  generate  statistical  tables.  Users  are  able  to  create 
single  dimensional  or  multi  dimensional  tables  using  English  expressions  with  a 
limited  amount  of  coding.  The  tables  are  created  using  x,y  coordinates  and  are 
extremely  handy  for  displaying  the  relationship  of  variables  in  a  file.  TPL  was 
originally  intended  for  comparing  demographic  variables  such  as  age,  sex, 
income,  race,  etc.  for  statistical  reports.  The  software  is  not  limited  to 
this  type  of  activity,  however;  here  at  the  state,  the  Departments  of  Health  & 
Environmental  Sciences  and  Natural  Resources  &.  Cons-ervation  have  both  utilized 
TPL  in  various  kinds  of  reporting.  The  most  outstanding  feature  of  this  soft- 
ware is  the  ability  to  create  reports  that  are  in  a  typical  x,y  coordinate 
relationship  within  minutes  rather  than  the  hours  or  days  spent  coding  in  a 
standard  language. 

Another  useful  part  of  TPL  is  "PCL",  an  adjunct  system  that  allows  a  user  to 
modify  print  images  on  TPL  reports  that  have  been  previously  saved  in  disk  data- 
sets,  and  then  print  the  modified  version.  In  other  words,  if  you  don't  like 
the  numbers  that  come  out  on  a  TPL  report,  you  can  fake  in  new  ones  via  PCL, 
without  resorting  to  a  typewriter. 

Potential  TPL  users  might  want  to  bear  in  mind  that  TPL  is  not  completely  sup- 
ported by  CSD  in  the  same  way  that  something  like  COBOL  or  PL/1  is.  Although  we 
install  it  and  will  attempt  to  correct  any  reported  bug  by  working  with  the  TPL 
vendor,  we  have  no  working  knowledge  of  its  use.  Likewise,  no  courses  in  using 
TPL  are  available  through  CSD.  The  current  group  of  TPL  users  seems  to  stay  in 
pretty  close  contact  with  one  another,  and  a  new  user  might  very  well  be  able  to 
get  help  getting  started  through  one  of  these  users.

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SPSS 

A  new  release  of  SPSS  (9.1)  has  been  installed  on  our  system.  This  release 
includes  all  of  the  procedures  contained  in  previous  releases  together  with 
three  new  procedures:  MANOVA,  BOX  JENKINS  and  NEW  REGRESSION.  The  MANOVA  proce- 
dure provides  the  ability  for  multivariate  analysis  of  variance  and  covariance. 
Identification,  estimation  and  forecasting  for  univariate  time  series  is  pro- 
vided in  the  BOX  JENKINS  procedure  and  multiple  regression  analysis  with  facili- 
ties for  residual  analysis  are  available  in  NEW  REGRESSION.  A  complete 
description  of  these  new  procedures  is  contained  in  the  manual  entitled  "SPSS 
Update  7-9".  It  should  be  noted  that  the  graphics  feature  of  SPSS  which  is 
avalable  at  considerable  extra  cost  is  not  contained  in  this  release. 

Some  modifications  have  been  made  to  the  format  of  the  cataloged  procedure  SPSS 
to  decrease  the  number  of  symbolic  variables  involved.  It  is  important  for  all 
SPSS  users  to  obtain  a  listing  the  cataloged  procedure  to  examine  these  changes.

LOW  COST  RJE 

Last  October  (see  NEWS  &  VIEWS  Vol.  1  No.  1),  CSD  installed  the  VPS  (VTAM  Print- 
er Support)  system.  This  package  allows  low  cost  printers  to  be  used  as  RJE 
output  devices.   The  printers  are  controllable  from  a  TSO  terminal. 

Printers  such  as  a  3287  (160  Characters  Per  Second)  or  a  3262  (325  Lines  Per 
Minute)  can  be  used  as  RJE  printers.  Both  of  these  devices  can  be  attached  to  a 
3276  or  3274  communication  controller.

Installing  a  data  security  system  may  be  much  like  fencing  the  old  west.  The 
freedom  to  browse  data  that  is  available  on  the  state's  central  computer  facili- 
ty was  nice  and  in  most  cases,  no  harm  was  done.  However,  all  datasets  created 
for  an  agency  by  their  employees  are  the  responsibility  of  that  agency  and  their 
dissemination,  maintenance  and  destruction  should  be  controlled. 

The  ACF2  security  system  provides  for  the  controlled  sharing  of  data,  should  it 
be  necessary  to  use  data  belonging  to  another  agency.  The  owner  of  the  data 
should  be  contacted  to  arrange  to  have  the  agency  security  officer  write  the 
necessary  access  rule. 

ACF2  controls  access  to  data  based  on  access  rules  written  for  the  first  node  of 

the  datasets.   The  collection  of  access  rules  for  a  given  node  is  called  a  rule 

set.  If  a  rule  set  does  not  exist  for  a  given  node,  then  datasets  beginning 

with  that  node  are  not  protected  by  ACF2 .   Creating  a  rule  set  for  a  node  causes 

ACF2  to  protect  ALL  datasets  begiiuiing  with  that  node.  Thereafter,  all  access 
to  datasets   of  that  node  will  be  denied  unless  a  specific  rule  exists  in  the 

rule  set  allowing  access. 

NOTE:   We  have  modified  ACF2  to  remove  the  CATxx  prefix 

assigned  to  VSAM  datasets.   Thus  VSAM  datasets  are 
protected  via  their  second  node. 

ACF2  also  controls  system  access  through  the  logonid.  Each  user  must  be  identi- 
fied with  a  logonid  and  password.  Verification  for  each  logon  is  made  with  the 
password  so  it  is  important  to  not  share  your  password  and  to  change  it  regular- 
ly. Currently  ACF2  requires  that  you  change  your  password  every  90  days.  This 
can  be  adjusted  by  your  agency  security  officer  if  determined  necessary.  If 
your  logonid  becomes  suspended  by  too  many  invalid  attempts  and  you  are  unable 
to  logon,  contact  your  agency  security  officer  for  assistance. 

Each  agency  security  officer  will  be  reviewing  their  departments  security  needs 
and  will  protect  their  resources  as  needed.  If  anyone  has  any  questions  or 
problems  with  the  ACF2  security  system,  contact  user  assistance  at  449-2596  or 
Jack  Slevin,  also  at  449-2596.
